Tho pilo ia plneed, «s in an ordinary 


machine, between the guJdsnto which 
tho monkuy, ur "lup." moves.' Work- 
ing between the suuio guido'j, ,und rjpV 
ing on the top ol' tho pilo, ia a'cast-iron 
cnp of n ton weight, the'upper part of 
which hn» a cylimlricnl holo of seven 
invhcfl dtoniotfcv, horcd to-tho depth of 
iihout two foet. 
This cap, or cannon, 


rests on, nnd follows down tho pilo with 
each stroke of tho monkey, which in 
1,800 pounds weight, and work* in tho 
name piidcs na the cannon. This mon- 
key Is of cost-iron, with »stem of two 
feet in length, nindo of wrought-iroit, 
with a stool expansion ring at it* ter- 
mination, anil this stem outers easily to 
the extreme depth of tho boro of the 
oannon below it; whcn'flm monkey is 
alowcd to downd.
